Note.  The  mode  of  stating  the  detailed  account  of  the  Receipts 
AND  Payments  at  the  City  Treasury  having  been  varied  from  that 
heretofore  adopted,  the  Auditor  thinks  proper  to  make  a  sHght  ex- 
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planation,  in  order  to  prevent  erronious  conclusions,  which  may 
otherwise  result  from  a  casual  examination  of  the  Documents  con- 
nected with  his  Report.  lu  stating  the  Expenditures  under  the  vari- 
ous heads  of  A})propriation,  it  has  been  thfr  custom,  heretofore,  to 
deduct  from  each  amount,  those  items  of  income  immediately  result- 
ing from  the  respective  expenditures.  The  arrangement  of  this  Re- 
l)ort,  adopted  in  order  to  render  the  detailed  account  conformable 
to  the  aggregate  amounts  stated  in  the  Treasurer's  Account,  has 
made  it  necessary  to  separate,  throughout,  the  items  of  Income  and 
of  Disbursements.  To  explain  this — by  recurring  to  Page  12  it  will 
appear  that  the  Appropriation  for  Widening  Streets  was  $32,500 — on 
turning  over  to  Pages  31  and  32,  it  will  be  found  that  the  Expendi- 
ture for  that  purpose,  was  $37,623  43 — thus,  without  further  exam- 
ination, it  would  appear  that  the  Appropriation  granted  by  the  City 
Council  for  Widening  Streets,  had  been  exceeded.  But,  if  the  per- 
son examining  these  documents  will  turn  to  Page  23,  he  well  find 
there  three  items  of  credit,  on  account  of  widening  Doane,  Franklin, 
and  Elm  Streets,  amounting  to  $5,161  60,  which  immediately  re- 
sulted from  that  expenditure,  which  are  fairly  creditable  to  it,  and 
which  supply  the  supposed  deficiency.  Other  apparent  deficiencies 
will  be  found  to  be  accounted  for  in  the  same  manner.

The  Auditor  of  Accounts  is  required,  by  Ordinance,  to  lay 
before  the  City  Council,  annually,  a  statement  of  the  opera- 
tions of  the  Committee  on  the  Reduction  of  the  City  Debt. 
The  mode  heretofore  adopted  by  the  City  Council,  of  author- 
izing specific  Loans  for  the  purpose  of  meeting  such  portions 
of  the  City  Debt  as  fell  due  within  the  year,  was  abandoned' 
the  last  financial  year  ; — and  a  Loan  of  ^450,000  was  author- 
ized for  the  general  purposes  of  that  year,  including  the  liqui- 
dation of  such  portions  of  the  Debt  as  came  to  maturity.  This 
course  has  so  far  mingled  the  transactions  in  relation  to  the 
payment  of  the  funded  Debt  with  other  financial  operations  of 
the  City  Government,  as  to  render  it  somewhat  difficult  to 
state  any  distinct  account  with  the  Committee  who  have  that 
particular  subject  in  charge.  The  new  arrangement  of  the 
accounts  of  Income  and  Expenditure,  as  made  in  this  Report, 
giving  all  the  receipts  and  payments  under  their  respective 
heads,  renders  the  statement  of  the  account  of  this  Committee 
of  less  Importance,  probably,  than  in  former  years.  The  Au-
